As the program passes from the 
stage of paper contracts into ac- 
tual production, it will absorb such 
a large part of the economic ca- 
pacity of the country that defense 
will become the dominant factor in 
our economy.

Scoring Rules 
To Be Used in 
Bridge Test 


By Ely Culbertson 


HE 1940 national self-rating 
T bridge examination will start in 

this column one week from to- 
day and continue every day there- 
after (excluding Saturdays and 
Sundays) for five weeks. The form 
of the examination will be the same 
as used in 1937 and 1938. Each day 
I will pose one or two questions 
on bidding or play, and exactly one 
week later will restate the ques- 
tion and give the official answer. 
Thus, those contestants who wish 
to “rate” themselves have only to 
write down their answers, keep 
them for a week, and compare them 
with the official answers. 

As in past years, the scoring will 
be conducted on a demerit system, 
based on “par.” Let me explain 
this thoroughly. 

Every contestant starts out with 
1000 points. Most of the questions 
will carry a certain number of “de- 
merit points.” Suppose, on ques- 
tion 1, which asks the proper open- 
ing bid on a certain hand, the cor- 
rect answer is one no trump. Con- 
testants who answered one spade 
may be directed to demerit them- 
selves 12 points; “two no trump” 
may carry 18 demerits; and so 
forth. These points must be de- 
ducted from the original 1000 points, 
and as more wrong answers 
are made, additional deductions fol- 
low,

OBVIOUSLY, the contestant who 
never makes the wrong answer nev- 
er will have to make a deduction 
and will keep his 1000 points to 
the end. He will do even better 
than that, because some “tough” 
questions will carry, not demerits, 
but credits, which, if earned, are 
to be added to the net score, It 
will be observed that this system 
permits contestants who have lost 
points through demerits to regain 
points and bring themselves back 
to “par.” It is very much like a 
golf score. 

Although this is essentially a self- 
rating examination, many exam- 
inees will undoubtedly prefer hav- 
ing their answers rated by me. This 
I will gladly do free of charge. I 
will explain in tomorrow’s column 
just how you may take advantage 
of this offer.

l. DECLARER COULD HAVE 
refused the first spade trick, won 
the second, then cashed every 
trump, one high diamond, and the 
three clubs. Now dummy would 
be down to one spade and one dia- 
mond, while declarer would have 
only the K-J of diamonds. West 
would be squeezed. In order to 
keep his spade guard he would 
have had to blank his diamond 
queen. A diamond to declarer’s 
king would settle the defender’s 
hash. 

2. Declarer could win the first 
trick (the better plan, to avoia 
the possibility of a spade continua- 
tion being ruffed), then, as in plan 
1, cash all the trumps, one high 
diamond and the three clubs. Now, 
if West had discarded only one 
diamond he would be thrown on 
lead with a spade and forced to 
return a diamond from the queen 
to South’s A-J tenace. If West 
discarded two diamonds declarer 
would lay down his diamond ace 
and drop the queen.

IET would seem to be a nate 
D ural form of treatment for kid- 

ney trouble. The kidneys under 
normal conditions are filters which 
remove the useless end products 
of food chemistry: when the kid- 
ney cells degenerate, the filters are 
clogged and the blood is filled with 
the food products that cannot be 
cast out.. It would seem, therefore, 
perfectly logical to remove from 
the diet foods that will leave such 
end products to accumulate. 

In practice, however, it is found 
that carrying out this regimen too 
strictly results in a state of emacia- 
tion which really does more harm 
than good. The kidney filter in 
kidney disease is not permanently 
clogged: it just works slowly. Ex- 
amination of the blood in such a 
patient shows .hat some six to 
eight hours after a meal which 
contains meat and other protein 
there is a high content of nitro- 
genous products, but if time ig 
allowed and no other meal is taken, 
these all disappear in 16 to 20 
hours—in other words, overnight. 


, an fe 

NOR DO THESE nitrogenous end 
products in the blood do nearly 
as much harm as was formerly 
supposed. A prominent London 
specialist says, “Speaking as a 
physician who has had considere 
able experience in kidney diseases, 
I should say that the occasions on 
which I order a strict diet are 
rarer than those on which, after 
long examination of the patient, 
I am able to say that strict diet- 
ing is unnecessary and that the 
meatless regimen that has already 
been followed for some months 
may now be relaxed.” 

The crux of the decision is how 
much accumulation of waste 
products there is in the blood, and 
this can only be settled by careful 
and repeated laboratory examina- 
tion. When considerable kidney 
failure is present the ‘following 
strict diet is enforced: 

BREAKFAST. 

Weak coffee or tea, with milk, 

Porridge or cereals, with milk. 

3read or toast and butter, mare 
malade. 

Half an orange or grapefruit. 

LUNCH. 

Potatoes and vegetables 
peas Or beans). 

Yorkshire pudding. 

Milk pudding or custard, 

Five ounces fruit. 

SUPPER.
